ENTER, THE DOG 
Into this congested picture strolls 
the gentleman with his St. Bernard 
or my lady with her poodle, or 
something less. 
They, too, seek 
adventure, exercise, and fresh air. 
They also seek the tender sod and 
the comfort therefrom. 
This poses a problem. 
No one wants doggy to stay at 
home for such procedures. 
And 
no dog wants to. 
It goes against 
his finer instincts. 
He also wants 
to run and roll there. 
Of course you can surreptitiously 
slip him out the backdoor after dark 
and let him seek a neighbor’s cor­ 
ner. But many have applied modern 
child psychology to the training of 
their pets and the meaning of the 
word "com e” has been lost on the 
ears of too many pooches. 
The 
big, dumb brute probably wouldn’t 
come home. 
Anyway, the law says a dog must 
be kept under control, and most 
conscientious owners walk their best 
friend. 
With too little time for a 
romp in the nearby country, they 
clamp on a leash and head for the 
nearest field. 
As we have pointed out, the near­ 
est field now is very apt to be a 
playground. 
And playgrounds, of 
course, are provided as mediums 
for running, sliding, rolling, wrest­ 
ling, sitting, somersaulting, or just 
spreading out prone, either to re­ 
cover one’s wind or to sleep off 
the last bottle of pop or popsickle. 
It easily is seen that complica­ 
tions are arising. Competition for 
the green pastures now develops 
between the 
barefoot boys with 
cheeks of tan and the playful pup 
with a yearn for sand. And its not 
funny if you happen to be the boy 
who is rounding first and is head­ 
ing for second . . . and doesn’t 
make it. 


It also is not funny for mother 
who has 
laundry problems and 
naturally is concerned about her 
child’s health. 
And despite our 
effort to approach this in a semi- 
facetious spirit, it has become a 
problem of sufficient proportions to 
attract the attention, of some of­ 
ficials whose job it is to provide 
clean and adequate play areas for 
our communities. 
For the moment the simple answer 
is to request all dog owners to find 
some portion of the good earth other 
than the playgrounds for exercising 
their hounds. The play fields were 
not financed and built for that pur­ 
pose. 
There still are a few building 
lots, not big enough for a ball game 
perhaps, but certainly large enough 
for Fido. And those who truly love 
a n i m a l s 
certainly know they 
shouldn’t own them if they have 
neither the time nor the space to 
devote to them. 


A little common sense on the 
part of dog owners will obviate 
the passage of special rules and 
regulations. 
But if the abuse con­ 
tinues we are certain that council 
will be urged to enact controlling 
laws or to insist on the enforce­ 
ment of some that already may be 
on the books. 
As our community closes in and 
takes on the characteristics of a 
small city, the lot of child and dog 
is complicated. 
We can see ahead 
by providing open areas for the 
child, but there are places where 
the dog just does not belong. Those 
who insist on owning such pets 
must face the necessity of making 
sacrifices, such as daily trips into 
the country for exercise, or the 
ownership of sufficient land within 
the city limits to adequately serve 
the purpose.

He has had 13 children, seven 
of whom still live in Warren County. 
The near-centurian was converted 
to Christianity when he was thirty- 
five years old and testifies to his 
faith at every opportunity. 
He 
shakes his strong left leg and re­ 
lates how the knee was broken about 
thirty years ago but without medical 
attention, God restored it as good as 
new after doctors had suggested that 
the leg be removed. It is inspiring 
to hear film tell how he jumped from 
the operating table on his good leg 
and told the physicians he would 
rather die in one piece than to be 
cut apart. Later he signed away the 
doctor’s responsibilities, pulled the 
knee cap back into the correct posi­ 
tion, and left the healing to the 
Almighty. 
He is an active member of the 
Warren Nazarene church which he 
helped to organize in 1910. 
Even 
now he travels throughout Warren 
County with the church's pastor to 
various evangelistic meetings. 
In 1884 he voted for the Republican 
candidate for President of the United

CHECK YOUR TREES 
To prevent possible wide-spread 
damage by various tree insects and 
diseases to forest and ornamental 
trees it is necessary to detect 
damage in the early stages of oc­ 
currence. 
The Pennsylvania Department of 
Forests & Waters being responsible 
for protection of all woodland areas 
in the State needs the cooperation of 
everyone in having an effective con­ 
trol program. Charles S. Merroth, 
District Forester, states that such 
cooperation is necessary to avoid 
reoccurrence of catastrophe 
as 
caused by the Chestnut Blight, White 
Pine Blister Rust, Gypsy Moth, 
Spruce Bud Worm, Birch Die-back, 
Oak Wilt, and many other pests that 
have or still are affecting our val­ 
uable forest resources. 
A lookout should be kept for such 
symptoms as leaves turning color in 
summer, 
leaves falling prema­ 
turely, leaves being eaten by insects, 
Pine trees being eaten or dying, 
and other unusual conditions. Ob­ 
servation of these symptoms should 
be reported immediately to the Dis­ 
trict Forester, Box #807, Warren, 
Pennsylvania. 
Most conditione C e ti! Le controlled 
easily if found in the early stages. 
Dead branches in the lower crown 
of trees is a natural occurrence and 
should not be confused with dying 
or currently infested growth. 


* * * 
WILDLIFE BELONGS IN THE WILD 
Ifs that time of year again. Every 
spring and early summer, well­ 
intentioned persons who can’t seem 
to resist fondling small wild crea­ 
tures take home fawns, little rabbits 
or other wildlife. Despite frequent 
warning to “ leave birds and ani­ 
mals and eggs where you find them’’ 
Nature’s children are often disturb­ 
ed. 
The Game Commission warns 
one and all: these babies are pro­ 
tected by state law just as are adult 
birds and animals. Experience has 
shown, also, that it is usually in- 
hamane to try to rear the creatures 
under unnatural conditions; whereas 
they would 
have thrived under 
mother’s care they often die in the 
first week or so in the keeping of 
self-appointed foster parents. 
Also, the authority advises, there 
are many records of persons killed 
or injured by animals picked up in the 
wild. 
Moreover, taming and civ­ 
ilization blunt an animal’s natural 
instincts, leaving it without the de­ 
fensive cautions and fears with which 
nature endowed it. 
Returned to 
natural surroundings after associa­ 
tion with man it is unable to fend 
for itself. 
Usually, “ kidnapped” 
fawns and cub bears live out their 
existence in a zoo or park — cer­ 
tainly not the free and normal life 
that wild birds and animals were 
meant to enjoy. 
So, please, for wildlife’s sake 
and your own, enjoy seeing the 
birds and animals in the wild — 
but leave them there. 
The “ lost” 
will be found by the mother, and I 
the youngster will prosper under I 


her attention as they never can it 
the care of humans. 
* * * 
WET SPRING HELPS 
“ Pheasants, rabbits and quail are 
enjoying a better than usual nesting 
season. 
One reason is that there 
has been less burning of fields this 
spring,” says Game Protector P. J, 
Filkosky, Chester County.

Cowboys Abroad 


American television is infiltrating 
to the far corners of the earth just 
as American movies have. 
The 
Siamese now have the blessings 
of Rin Tin Tin. The South Americans 
have the escapades of Corliss Arch­ 
er. The Australians will shortly — 
television hasn’t quite got under way 
Down Under yet — get their notions 
of American matrimony from 
Love Lucy” . 
For good or ill, American in­ 
fluences will spout from dozens 
of TV stations the world over — 
and heaven knows where it will a1 
end. 
For instance, Corliss Archer 
has got to be a great favorite in 
Latin America. 
And what will that 
do to their teen-agers? 
In Latin 


America, no teen age girl would 
be permitted anything like the free­ 
dom Corliss enjoys. 
Their teen­ 
agers are chaperoned carefully until 
marriage. What happens when their 
teens discover Corliss 
can 
go 
bucketing around the countryside 
with any number of boy friends? 
A social revolution? 
Ziv, which 
markets Corliss, rather hopes not. 
They don’t want to be held respon­ 
sible.

Ziv is now selling tons of Amer­ 
ican programs in foreign markets, 
ranging from Monaco to the Domin­ 
ican Republic. 
They now have 
shows in every Central and South 
American country which has tele­ 
vision. 
They are programming 
over 860 half hours of American 
programs which have been dubbed 
into Spanish. 
“Cisco Kid’’ and 
“Highway Patrol’*, neither of which 
have been exactly confused with 
great art, are two favorites all 
over Latin America. 
From these 
two, Latin Americans could easily 
get the idea that Americans’ two 
favorite occupations were killing 
one another in automobiles or chas­ 
ing one another around the wide 
open spaces on horseback. 
Toward the end of this year, 
Australian television will get under 
way in Sidney and Melbourne. There 
will be two commercial TV stations 
and one government TV station in 
each city and all six will go on 
the air at once. 
Colin Bednall, 
general manager of one of the com­ 
mercial stations, has just passed 
through town shopping for American 
TV programs. 
* * * 
He came rather late to the feast. 
His commercial opposition and the 
government station both rushed to 
America and furiously competed 
for American programs. 
Bednall 
decided to take his time, to wait 
until they’d spent all their money 
and he’d be the only Australian here 
with money to spend. “What would 
you do if your opposition had bought 
‘Lucy’ and ‘Disneyland?’ ” , he want­ 
ed to know. 
I told him that, if he 
found the answer to that one, to 
let the competing networks here 
in on the secret. 
They haven’t 
found the answer yet. 
Successful American shows are 
sure to be a hit in Australia, Bed­ 
nall thinks. 
He bases this on their 
experience in radio and newspapers. 
Ninety - nine 
out 
of 
a hundred 
successful 
American 
newspaper 
features and radio programs also 
appeal to Australians. The British 
don’t do nearly so well in these 
fields in Australia as we do. 
So Australian children will be 
watching American cowboys from 
infancy up. 
Bednall doubts that 
there will be any outcry from Aus­ 
tralian parents. “ In Australia, it’s 
accepted, even by do-gooders, that, 
child may suffer from another 
child’s anguish, or a ghost at bed­ 
time — but one cowboy shooting 
another is nothing.” 
* * * 
Ziv is now selling programs in 
the 
Phillipines, 
Germany, Italy, 
France, Luxembourg, England, and 
Switzerland — dubbed variously in 
Spanish, French, Italian and Ger­ 
man (with Portuguese coming up.) 
Among 
the programs 
in these 
countries are “I Led Three Lives” , 
“ Favorite Story” , “ A Man Called 
“Science Fiction Theater” , 
Mr. District Attorney” , “ Boston 
Blackie” and “The Unexpected” , 
none of them exactly cultural pro­ 
grams. 
This leads Ziv salesmen into 
some odd adventures. 
Once in 
Bogota, Colombia, a Ziv salesman 
showed two and a half hours of 
‘Cisco Kid” and “ Boston Blackie” 
to the President and his Ministers, 
mmediately thereafter, 
he was 
thrown into jail. The Ziv salesman 
didn’t really think the shows were 
that bad and, as it turned out, that 
was not the issue. 
It seems some 
local character with influence has 
nice little racket, shaking down 
foreign businessmen for 50 percent 
of their profits. 
The alternative;

In this case, the Ziv man got 
out of the hoosegow without paying 
a penny of extortion money.

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HELP TO INDUSTRY 
Down Titusville way they are 
moving things around to make room 
for more industry. The Universal- 
Cyclops Steel Corporation wants 
ground on which to expand and 
Titusville is providing it. 
To do this, Titusville will give up 
its sewage plant site, and will stop 
work on the sewage plant. Cyclops 
will compensate Titusville for the 
loss, however, and will buy the land, 
which is a strip two thousand feet 
long and one thousand feet wide. 
To connect the Cyclops plant more 
directly with the new area and to 
provide even more room, Oil Creek 
will be straightened out, with Titus­ 
ville and the state cooperating in 
the project. 
This might be likened 
to straightening out the Allegheny 
river, and taking it across the West 
Side. The bed south of the resulting 
stream then would be filled and 
much of W arren’s flood problem 
ended, with valuable land result 
ing. 
Cyclops employed only 400 men 
after the war but now has over 1200 
on the payroll. It w ill spendaquar 
ter million for chemical and physica 
laboratory facilities this year and 
another quarter million for finish­ 
ing, inspecting, and shipping space 
next year. Its payroll may increase 
another 600 as the result of con­ 
templated expansion. 
The ready cooperation between 
Titusville, the state, and local indus­ 
try indicates a progressive policy 
which many communities could use 
Titusville also has a swimming pool 
and is building its sewage plant 
There are some larger and richer 
communities which seem to be hav­ 
ing trouble seeing their way to 
finance such projects.

LOOD ANGLE 
Hie straightening of Oil Creek 
again brings up the thought concern­ 
ing the best answer for Warren. 
However, there is a big difference. 
Oil Creek is a half-pint dribble 
alongside the Allegheny. 
And if 
W arren were the sole problem in­ 
volved on this larger stream , it 
could find its answer with less cost 
than that of a large dam, 
It would be simple enough to buy a 
few homes, move the stream , level 
off new areas, and build dikes. War­ 
ren would be safe. But downstream 
they would be awash as the result of 
such channelling. The water would 
be shot out of here in a booming 
tide, with not even the restraints of 
present lowlands levels which today 
ease up the mad rush. 


RUBBER SPRINGS 
Starting next year the American

we have touched on many safety 
factors, such as more police, strict­ 
er speed laws, and speed controls on 
the cars. 
None of these seems to 
show the slightest sign of developing. 
So we will concede that speed is 
here to stay. We will straighten out 
the roads, add a few lanes, soup up 
the stock models, and tear into eacl 
other. 
However, if we are going to 
do this, why not take a lesson from 
the race tracks. 
Let’s have a few laws concerning 
safety belts and reinforced tops, 
ivery car should have angle iron 
Duilt into its sides and top to serve 
as a guard when it rolls over. All 
passengers should be strapped in 
securely and should wear helmets. 
The fram e of the car should be 
made so strong that they can meet 
lead-on without more than a good 
bend resulting, and the motor should 
be in the back so that it will drop 
out on the highway and not in the 
laps of the occupants. 
We also could lose the gas tank 
in such an event, or it could be 
surrounded by automatic fire ex­ 
tinguishers. 
Given these precau­ 
tions, the strapped-in m otorist could 
forget all about safety laws and drive 
into anything or anybody. 
His car 
wouldn’t 
catch fire, it wouldn’t 
flatten out, and he would be securely 
fastened 
throughout

thrashing, flip-flopping moments. 
Of course he might have to buy 
a new car. But like the race track 
soys, maybe he would become ac­ 
customed to a few caved in sides, 
a lack of fenders, and no windows. 
It may sound extreme, but if we 
are going to drive at racing speeds, 
why should we ignore the lessons 
of the track? 
Either we should 
make cars and highways safe, or 
we should accept their lack of it 
and prepare for spills.

CAPTURE OF ESCAPED 
CONVICT ENDS SEARCH 


The search for an escaped con­ 
vict, who terrorized the Jamestown, 
N. Y ., area for nearly two days, 
was apprehended shortly before noon 
Wednesday by New York State police 
officials. Quietly captured when he 
was found sleeping under a tree 
near Boomertown, N. Y ., was Jam es 
Thomas Carter, 32. He was wanted 
for kidnaping and murder. 
State troopers and other law of­ 
ficials had been conducting a round- 
the-clock search in the area for 
Carter since Monday evening when 
he and a companion kidnapped two 
Jamestown detectives. The two law 
men, who had stopped the two con­ 
victs in connection with a robbery, 
were handcuffed and forced into the 
rear of their car. The car was driven 
west of Jamestown and soon pursued 
by another law officer. 
The car later crashed near Boom­ 
ertown and allowed the detectives’ 
release. 
The companion, Jam es 
Dedrick, was accidentally shot and 
killed by Carter before the car 
crashed. 
Both men had escaped 
Saturday from Schuyler County Ja il. 
The loose convict caused a great 
deal of tension among residents 
of the area and several hundred law 
officers were put into action before 
the crim inal was captured. 
Members of the State Police and 
sheriff’s department in Warren join­ 
ed in the round-the-clock search.
